Ag, Home Ec 
Top Enrollment 
For Winter Term 

Final official figures released by 
the office of the Registrar show 
that the enrollment for the Win¬ 
ter Quarter pegged at the all time 
record smaaheroo total of 681 stu- 
dets. Of the 681 enrollment, 567 
are men and 114 are women. The 
ratio of women to men is ap¬ 
proximately 4.975 to one, which is 
even higher than last quarter. 
Veterans total 458 of the student 
body. 

The Agriculture Department 
leads Ihe course enrollment with 
181 students signed up for futures 
on the farms. Close behind the 
Ag students comes the Home Ec 
Department with an enrollment of 
82, of whom two are boys. Fresh¬ 
men make up by far the largest 
part of the enrollment in these 
two courses. There are 145 of the 
first year people in the Ag sec¬ 
tion and 42 in the Home Ec De¬ 
partment. In fact 551 members of 
the student body are Freshmen. 
There are a mere 130 Sophs. 

Trailing the Home Ec Depart¬ 
ment in enrollment is the Busi¬ 
ness Administration Department 
with 79 students of whom 73 are 
Freshmen with a scattering of 
three women tossed in. Students 
taking a general curriculum add 
59 more to the roster of whom 
38 are first year students. 

Pre-Courses Have 71 

The various "Pre” courses have 
71 students enrolled with the men 
making up by far the greater 
part of the total. There are only 
four women in all the “Pre” 
courses. One is enrolled for Pre- 
Nursing and three are taking Pre- 
Med. Among the "Pre” courses, 
pharmacy heads the enrollment 
with 20 persons, all of whom are 
Freshmen. Dentistry comes next 
with 19 followed by Med with 16. 
Freshmen make up 18 and 13 parts 
of the totals respectively. Law 
has only 10 members and nine of 
them are Freshmen. Pre-Opt. 
has enrolled six Freshmen and 
that’s all in the curriculum. 

Basic engineering claims 44 
students all of whom are men with 
43 Freshmen counted among them. 
Mechanical Engineering numbers 
32 students among its devotees 
whil e Civil engineers following 
the lure of the t r ansit and the 
steel tape about the campus reach 
the sum of 19. Electrical Engi¬ 
neering has only seven. There is 
a lone student of industrial engi¬ 
neering wanderig about the cam¬ 
pus too. 

The smallest department at the 
school is Education. Only 27 stu¬ 
dents are preparing for a career 
in the teaching profession and it 
is doubtful whether all of these 
will follow through with their 
course. There are 13 enrolled in 
the Physical Education course of 
whom two are women. There are 
seven women and two men taking 
elementary education which will 
fit them to teach in grade schools 
in the state. In secondary educa¬ 
tion which is intended to provide 
teachers for high schools, there 
are only three people enrolled of 
whom two arc men.

The Valentine Dance, an annual 
affair traditionally sponnsored by 
the Freshman Class will be held 
this year (surprise, surprise) on 
Valentitne’s Day night in the Phy¬ 
sical Education building.

Usually considered 
the crowning social event of the 
season, the dance will be attend¬ 
ed by a large part of the student 
body, their guests and many out 
of town visitors.

Married Vets May 
Get Pay Boost 

Married GI students who have 
been watching the pennies so 
closely lately that Lincoln has be¬ 
come embarrassed may have a bet¬ 
ter future in store for them ac¬ 
cording to a release from the Vet¬ 
erans Service. 

Plans for Increased subsistance 
for married vets with one or more 
children were placed before a gov¬ 
ernment committee January 22 in 
Washington. The plan backed by 
the American Council on Educa¬ 
tion would Increase the subsistance 
allotment for vets with one child 
by $10 per month. Each addi¬ 
tional child would earn the veter¬ 
an another boost of $7. In other 
words, a vet with a wife and two 
children would draw $107 per 
month. 

The boost will have to be ap¬ 
proved by Congress before it can 
take effect and may be long de¬ 
layed. The American Council of 
Education offered figures to the 
committee showing that at pres¬ 
ent, married veterans are unable 
to make ends meet at most col¬ 
leges. The $90 doesn't stretch far 
enough for children. Local vets 
with families are on the average 
running about $10 or $15 above 
their allotment now. No increase 
has been proposed for single vets 
who apparently have to scrape 
alongg on their $65. 

I. R. C. To Send Delegate 
To Virginia Convention 

Notice was received last week 
by the UTJC chapter of the Inter¬ 
national Relations Club that the 
nation-wide convention of this or¬ 
ganization will be held this year at 
Randolph-Macon Woman’s College 
located in Lynchburg, Virginia. 

The club’s local chapter is mak¬ 
ing plans to send a delegate to the 
convention which will be held on 
April 17 and 18. A part of the 
expenses for the trip will be paid 
by the local club in the event that 
a delegate is sent from UTJC. 

At the last meeting of the Inter¬ 
national Relations Club, on Jan¬ 
uary 28, a discussion was held on 
the work of the social, economic, 
and trustee committees of the 
United Nations Council. Joyce 
Claytor was in charge of the pro¬ 
gram.

Profs Say Students Emphasize Acquiring Knowledge; 
Close Students Vote Says Emphasis Lies On Grades 


As an experiment, the latest Vol- 
ette poll queried both the faculty 
and student body on the same 
question. Opinion between the 
two bodies differed considerably. 

DO YOU THINK EMPHASIS 
AMONG STUDENTS ATTEND¬ 
ING UTJC IS MORE ON MAK¬ 
ING GRADES, OR ON ACQUIR¬ 
ING KNOWLEDGE? 

Faculty Vote: Emphasis on ac¬ 
quiring knowledge, 38.5%; empha¬ 
sis on making grades, 25.6%; no 
opinion, emphasis split about 50- 
50, and refuse to answer, 35.9%. 

Student Vote: Emphasis on 
grades, 52.8%; emphasis on know¬ 
ledge, 46.2%; no opinion and blank 
ballots, 1%. 

Drop That Bomb 

Most faculty members queried 
were cooperative and glad to 
oblige the inquiring reporters, 
Two or three of the teachers 
showed irritiation at being inter¬ 
rupted; a few were obviously sus¬ 
picious. Said a returning report¬ 
er: "One professor looked at me 
like he thought I was putting a 
time bomb in his desk.’” 

On the whole the faculty vote 
was conservative, as shown by a 
non-commital vote of 35.9% 
against a non-commital student 
vote of only 1%. Faculty com¬ 
ment was likewist conservative, al¬ 
though copious. One professor 
wrote 750 words! No names were 
used without permission. About 
25% of those giving statements 
preferred to remain anonlymous, 
The editors were caught in a 
pinch, for It seemed ill-mannered 
not to publish solicited statements, 
yet there would have been on place 
to put them all. Some comment 
has been cut, but deletions are 
Indicated, and nothing has been 


lifted out of context. The same 
policy was followed as in student 
voting—Interesting or represen¬ 
tative comment was selected. Mr. 
Meek’s statement was withheld to 
avoid embarassing anyone who 
voted to the contrary. 
Faculty-Student Viewpoints Differ 

Of 680 student ballots handed 
out, 305 were received back in 
time to be counted for this issue 
of the paper. This represents a 
cross-section of approximately 
45% of the student body. 

Most student ballots had com¬ 
ments written in. About one 
fourth of these comments were 
diatribes against the faculty, in¬ 
dividually and collectively. Some 
condemned the system of grading, 
some defended it, and some were 
indifferent to it. A scattering of 
commentts were acid remarks 
about The Volette, a smaller 
handful yet were bouquets and one 
commented on the weather. Most 
condemned the present grading 
system, but no substitutes for it 
were offered. 

Differences in opinion between 
faculty and students probably lie 
in viewpoint of years. The aver¬ 
age faculty member of UTJC is 
somewhere around 45. The av¬ 
erage student is 23. The jude- 
ment of the average faculty mem¬ 
ber is probably' better than that 
of the average student in analytic 
or philosophic matters, yet the 
student living among his contem¬ 
poraries sees things about them 
the teacher is sure to miss. 

The student veteran vote is 
more heartening to those who hope 
the student really is worried about 
more than his grades. The vet 
says the typical UTJC student 
really is here to learn something, 


but he says it by a hair: Emphasis 
on knowledge, 50.7 %; Emphasis 
on grades, 49:3%; blank ballots 
and no opinion, 0%. 

Pros and Cons 

From the opinions expressed by 
both teachers and students, a sum¬ 
mary of the advantages and dis- 
advantnages of the grading sys¬ 
tem might be compiled. 

ADVANTAGES: (1) Grades 

give a student an ic^a of how he 
is doing, and how he ranks with 
others in his class.. (2) They fur¬ 
nish an immediate incentive to 
make a student work (3) They do 
no harm, for if a student wants to 
tion of grades is an accurate in- 
Hi They enable a teacher to guide 
his students properly, and thus to 
teach them better (5) A collec¬ 
tion of grades is an naccurate in¬ 
dex to the ability of the student. 

DISADVANTAGES: (1) They 
take emphasis off learning for its 
own sake (2) They discourage 
mediocre students who need 
to be encouraged, and encour¬ 
age students who are already 
good (3) They are not always ac¬ 
curate, for some teachers do not 
give an adequate base for a grade. 
Apple polishers destroy the relia¬ 
bility of some teachers’ grades, in 
some instances. A grade Is noth¬ 
ing but the glorified opinion of 
a teacher. Different teachers 
often affix different evaluations to 
the same work. (4) Some teach¬ 
ers abuse grades by using them as 
clubs instead of indicators (5) 
They often lead to friction be¬ 
tween teacher and taught (6) 
They force a teacher to expend 
energy doing clerical work, grad¬ 
ing papers, etc., that should be 
used for teaching (7) They en¬ 
courage cheating. 


Nelle Boehms Gets 
$500 Scholarship 
Thanks To Grandpa 

Lunelle (Nell) Boehms, pretty, 
blond Home Ec Freshman was re¬ 
cently awarded a $500 dollar 
scholarship by the United Daugh¬ 
ters of the Confederacy because 
her great-grandpappy fought on 
the right side in the Civil War.

Seems that the Daughters of the 
Confederacy award the scholarship 
annually to a deserving student 
who possesses the necessary quali¬ 
fications of grades and that all 
important ancestor. To be eligi¬ 
ble, a candidate for the scholar¬ 
ship must be able to prove that 
one of his or her ancestors fought 
in the Civil War as a member of 
the Confederate Army. 

Nell searched through pension 
records in Nashville and finally lo¬ 
cated documented evidence that 
her great-grandpappy served with 
the Rebel armies. , ‘ Grandpa spent 
most of the war in a Yankee pris¬ 
on camp,” says Nell, ’’but he was 
in the war and that was enough.” 

In addition to the proof that her 
ancestor had fought for the South, 
she also had to prodtice character 
recommendations from at least 10 
people such as ministers, teachers 
and responsible persons of the 
community. She was surprised 
however, when notified that she 
had won. “There were so many 
trying,” she says. 

The scholarship allots $200 for 
her first year and $100 per year 
for each year that she continues 
her education. It is only good for 
the University of Tennessee and 
the Junior College however. That 
doesn’t worry Nell for she intends 
to stay right here for two years, 
then go to Knoxville for a degree 
in Home Ec. “Then I may teach 
Home Ec, or get married, or just 
anything.”

KNOWLEDGE OR GRADES 

Do students come to school to learn or to get grades? 
We have heard the question so much we finally put it to a 
poll. The results are on page one. 

In reality, the question can never be settled by any sort 
of poll or questionaire. Some students do come for grades, 
and the prestige of a degree; others come because they crave 
knowledge or the technical skills a college education imparts. 
Others come for vastly different reasons. 

It doesn t matter whether a student comes to school for 
knowledge or whether he comes for grades. Whatever he 
comes for, his heart is in the right place for trying to better 
himself. College is hard work and is expensive in time and 
energy. It takes a worthy motive to lend the enthusiasm and 
diligence it takes to make the grade. 

Faculty-Student Opinions 

For an intersting comparison of opinions, here is a col¬ 
lection of typical comment from the ballots of the poll. Teach¬ 
ers opinions are on the left, students say their say on the 
right. No editing has been done that is not indicated by dots. 


NAME WITHHELD: (Emphasis 
on grades.) “As far as I can tell, 
all the students and all the teach¬ 
ers are engaged in a gigantic crace 
for letters, not learning; students 
to get as high a letter as possible, 
tlie teache r to yield as low as he 
can. I haven’ t any remedy, but 
in my thinking moments I am ap¬ 
palled.’’ 

MR. ALLEN: (Emphasis on ac¬ 
quiring knowledge.) ”... Many 
who stress grades are really seek¬ 
ing knowledge, while many who 
pretend to be wanting to learn 
merely want the grade. It is my 
impression that most of the stu¬ 
dents, particularly the GJ's, are 
really seriously ” seeking know¬ 
ledge." 

MR. PEMBERTON: (Emphasis 
on grades.) "This attitude is no 
doubt a carry over from high 
school. Many high school teach¬ 
ers feel they must give Johnny 
an "A" to curry favor with papa, 
who is influential. This result is 
no good for Johnny. " 

MR. STANFORD: (Emphasis 
on knowledge) "My vote might 
might have been different two 
years ago. I think the maturity 
and seriousness of the veteran stu¬ 
dent make the difference now 
from then. Someday in the dis¬ 
tant future faculty members and 
teaching methods will be so in¬ 
teresting and students will be so 
thirsty for knowledge that the 
grading incentive will be unneces¬ 
sary, Until then, the best stimu¬ 
lus for study seems to be the at¬ 
tractiveness of A’s and B's on the 
grade sheet together with the re- 
pulsivenrss of F's. 

MR PHILLIPS: (Emphasis on 
grades i "But what can you 
expect? As teachers we test the 
student from week to week and 
these tests, along with a final ex- 
animntion. constitute a final grade. 
Most students snatch enough from 
a hastv scanning of the lesson to 
pass these tests, and of course 
speedily forget what they have ac¬ 
quired in this manner. This does¬ 
n't make for scholarship or know¬ 
ledge. What's the answer, then? 

I don't know, unless in the com¬ 
prehensive examination over a 
field of learning in which the stu¬ 
dent Is specializing. This is be¬ 
ing adopted by several of our col¬ 
leges which have become known 
for the high standards of scholar¬ 
ship." 

MR KNEPP: (Emphasis on 
grades) "I believe If a student is 
doing honest work he will be both 
making grades and acquiring 
knowledge. I think the honest 
students are In the majority." 


FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on grades) "No matter how much 
you learn, if you don’t make the 
grade you are failed. Some fel¬ 
lows pass and know less about 
the subject than some who fail 
it." 

SOPHOMORE GIRL: (Emphas¬ 
is on grades.) "Grades are not 
reliable, yet they may be the only 
tangible thing to linger after we 
have left college. Remember that 
grades are personal opinions.” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) ”1 think that if 
tests were given to see how much 
we know instead of how much we 
don't know, we would make better 
grades and also learn more.” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
oris grades.) "The Instructor 
never mention acquiring know¬ 
ledge, but raise hell If you don't 
make high grades.” 

SOPHOMORE VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) “Most teachers 
are not interested in your learning 
but only in keeping your grade 
low. It is really a fight between 
pupil and teacher as to who can 
outsmart the other at test time.” 
EDITORS NOTE: See the first 
faculty comment and compare 
these statements. 

FRESHMAN NON-VET: (Em¬ 
phasis on neither.) "I think most 
of the people are up here to spend 
that government money. It is 
easier to go up here than go out 
and find a job.” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on grades.) "The faculty em¬ 
phasis is on grades more than the 
student." 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) "I thing there is 
loo much emphasis upon examina¬ 
tions. These exams only help the 
instructor to classify his students 
and not the student to help him¬ 
self.” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) "They a f e most 
all veterans and at an age where 
they see the need of education 
rather than just getting by." 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) "In answering this 
question, I was thinking from a 
veteran's viewpoint Grades are 
unimportant as long as you get 
the knowledge you are seeking." 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) "That's what I'm 
here for!” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on grades.) "Little difference be¬ 
tween the two Most studies here 
ere preliminaries, and grades are 
important in order to transfer.” 

FRESHMAN VET: (Emphasis 
on knowledge.) "Must be know¬ 
ledge, cause I’m not getting any 
grades."

Records Fall Galore 
As Brown Team Takes 
Intramural Cage Tilts 

Six records, some of them of 
years standing, fell shattered to 
the dust during the recently con¬ 
cluded Intra-mural tournament 
when the sharp-shooting, fast¬ 
breaking Brown team led by 
Wayne Cherry, basket filling for¬ 
ward, walked off from the other 
seven teams to take the title. 

The Brownies racked up a new 
team total for the season of 157 
points. The old record was 105 
points set by the Green team in 
1942. The Browns also scored the 
most points in one game when 
they poured 57 tallies through the 
webbing to top the old record of 
42 points. Stopping at nothing, 
the Browns set a new record of 
40 points average per game which 
almost doubled the past record of 
27 points.
